A POUND OF FEATHERS, 


1t Is Really Heavier Than a Pound 
of Lead. 


The favorite question with the 
school committeemen of olden time 
was, we are told, ‘Which isa the 
heavier, a pound of feathers or @ 
pound of lead?” The first rash an- 
ewer alinost always used to be, “A 
pound of lead.” Then, of course, 
from the older pupils would come 
the reply, “Both alike.” 

If this question was asked to-day 
the old time querist might receive a 
decided surprise, for the pound of 
feathers could easily be proved to be 
the heavier. A simple experiment i 
all the evidence needed. 

With any accurate scales weigh out 
&@ pound of lead, using ordinary shot 
for convenience. Pour the shot into 
one of the pans of a balance. For 
the feathers a léght muslin bag will 
be needed, and care must be taken 
that feathers and bag together do not 
weigh more than a pound. When 
the bag of feathers is put into the 
other pan of the balance the beam 
will, after a few oscillations, come ta 
rest exactly level. 

So far the verdict 
seems to be proved. But place the 
balance on the reeeiver of an air 
pump, with lead and feathers undis- 
turbed. Cover the whole with the 
glase bell jar and exhaust the air. 
Slowly the feathers sink, and the 
lead kicks the beam. The pound cf 
feathers ig heavier than the pound 
of lead. 

The truth is that what we call a 
pound was not such in fact, for the 
atmosphere buoys up everything 
within it in proportion to the bulk of 
the object, and the feathers, being 
of greater bulk than the lead, are 
supported by the air to a consider- 
ably greater extent than the lead. 
Removed from this supporting med- 
jum, their true weight is made evi-+ 
dent. 

Charles Reade propounded a simi- 
lar question in one of his novela, A 
Jewish trader is made to ask, “Which 
is the heavier, a pound of feathers 
or a pound of gold?” After awhile 
he explains to the satisfaction of hia 
audience of miners that the feathers 
are the heavier. 

Gold, he explains, is weighed by

Crop Estimates Based up- 
on Returns from the 
Results of Threshing 

Operations 


At the request of numerous parties 
for an estimate of the out turn of this 
year’s crep an estimate has been made 
apon a repert of the crep correspon- 
dents after threshing operations had 
been under way, and upon a partial re- 
port of the threshers. 

SPRING wHEAT—TIt would appear 
that the acreage devoted to spring 
wheat was not quite so large as the es- 
timate made in June, nor is the yield 
proving quite as high as was anticipated 
in early July. It is estimated there 
was 154,487 acres of spring wheat and 
that the yield will be 2,844,606 bushels 
or an average of 18,41 bnshels per 
acre, 

WINTER WHEAT—The present estim 
ate shows that the acerage of winter 
wheat harvested is nearly 10,000 acres 
over the July estimate, that is, 104,330 
acres giving a yield cof 2,397,588 bush- 
els or an average yield of 22.98 bushels 
per acre, but the general average for 
the Province is greatly reduced by 
other districts net showing such high 
averages. Individual yields of winter 
wheat show that where the land was 
properly cultivated probably the high- 
est yields ever obtained in the Province 
were obtained this year, Numerous 
instances show that over 60 bushels 
per acre have been obtained. ‘This 
only shows what can be done by proper 
methods of cultivation and brings out 
in striking contrast the low yields 
where poor methods of cultivation pre- 
vail, 

Oats—The estimated acreage is 400, 
702 with a yield of 12,058,600 bushels 
or an average yield of 30.09 bushels 
per acre. The yield ina number of 
districts was materially reduced 
through continued rain and later un- 
favorable weather, so that in some por. 
tions of the Province the yield of oats 
is net nearly up to the average. Other 
districts again repert one of the best 
crops of oats grown in many years. 

Bartey—The estimated acreage is 
73,086 with a total yield of 1,442,065 
bushels or an average of 19.73 bushels 
per aere, while the average for the 
Province for the ten years has been in 
the neighborhood of 27 bushels per 
acre. It will thus be seen that this 
year has been a decided off one for bar-
